Well,  Ooxey’s  army  has  bora  la  Wash¬ 
ington  a  weak.  They  are  camped  In  a 
spot  that  physicians  declare  to  be 
dangerous  to  health  and  Ufa,  and  from 
which  Obxey  has  removed  his  horses; 
but  sons  of  the  Avs  huadred-odd  men 
have  died,  although  some  of  them  have 
had  to  be  sent  to  the  hoepltal.

Tbs  police  court  has 
been  crowded  for  three  days  to  bear 
tbelr  trial,  end  they  have  bad  as  coun¬ 
sel,  besides  local  lawyers.  Senator 
Alieu,  and  Repreaentativoe  Pence,  of 
Colorado;  Hudson,  of  Kansas;  Sibley, 
of  l’a. ;  Haines,  of  Nshrssks  ;  end  Van 
Voorhfs,  of  New  York.

Tbe  report 
like  aa  attempt  to  straddle;  topi 
tbe  labor  organisations  by  denouncing 
tbe  strike  orders,  aad  tbe  friends  of  tbe 
Judge  by  exonerating  blm.
